It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  during  the 
picking  eeiison  a  watchman  shall  be  employed 
by  the  assured,  to  be  in  and  upon  the  prem- 
ises every  night ;  and  when  the  packing 
season  is  over  one  man  shall  be  left  on  the 
premises,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  same, 
a'vl  whc  shall  reside  in  or  near  the  above- 
des^nbed  premises.
